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The Issues of 1876- 


THE AMKKDMKNTS. 


We have passed through n great 
war. 


The results of that war, purcluiseil by 
the best blood »m1 treasure of the nation, 
Jiavo been crystallized into three nmcucl- 
ineiits to tho Constitution. The Thir- 
teenth Amendment provides that invol- 
untary servitude shall not exist iu the 
Dnite'il States, except for crime. The 
object was to abolish slavery. Brit, it 
was soon fouud thut the enfranchised 
stoves were subject to their old masters; 
and that, owing to the unfriendly feeling 
existing in the State Governments toward 
them, their theoretic, freedom amounted 
to nothing. For instance, one Stnte pro- 
vided by statute thut if any colored per- 
son should be seen out in tha streets af- 
ter 8 o'clock, (street in towns number- 
i^g 5,000 inhabitants!) he should be 
defined guilty of a misdemeanor, and. 
on conviction, might be fined $100; and 
iaifmg to pay his fine ha might bo put 
on the block and sold into service for 
the payment oi that flue. So that, un- 
der that hwvpthe colored man who went 
out after dark to procure a physician to 
treat his sick family; or, who went ont 
at midnight for a clergyman to adminis- 
ter the consolations of<ho!y religion to 
his dying wife, was guilty of a misde- 
meanor. This made it necessary to pass 
another amendment, the 
Fourteenth, 


which provides that colored people shall 
be deemed citizens, and that no Ktato 
shall enforce any law which shall abridge 
the 
privileges" and 
immunities of 


citizens of the United States. This pro- 
vision was but partially enforced, be- 
cause the colored men had to go to the 
State courts, which were prejudiced in 
iheir action. Tho colored rnnn hud no 
voice in making or constructing the law.-i, 
and no voice whatever in. .the Govern- 
ment. We are protected here in Wis- 
consin in the enjoyment of our rights, 
because everv man is the equal of every 
other man. "What visits us to-day rnny 
visit another to-morrow. So we all have 
the same and common interest in obey- 
ing and enforcing the. laws. We have 
onr voice in making the laws; in electing 
Judges to construe them; and in select- 
ing offioers who »re to carry judgments 
into execution. 
This is the 
power 


which every citixeii wields to guard his 
own rights. Th'3 Fifteenth Amendment 
was passed for the purpose of carrying 
this privilege home to tho colored mnu. 
This gave to ihe colored people of .tho 
South, who were citizens of the Vnited 
Statcs, a voi:e iu the Government: this 
gave them a voice as to what the laws 
Bhonld be, and who shoulu construe 
them. 
Tho provisions, however, are 
mere declarations of a general right. 
They are not capable of executiug them- 
selves. It is provided that no State 
ghali make or enforce any law to irnpair 
the privileges o£ any citizen. Suppose 
they do, what then? There is no reme- 
dy. Consequently Congress passed laws 
for the purpose of executing those 
amendments, giving the colored man a 
right of action in the courts of the Uaion 
toy any violation. So, in other respects, 
Congress made laws for the pnrpose of 
carrying the amendments into effect. 
bringing them homo as « personal shield 
lor his rights. 


POSITION OF THE DEMOCRATIC FAUTV. 
We nil know that tho Democratic par- 


ty entsrtains totally different, views on 
this subject. 
liefer to the last Presi- 


dential campaign. Hou. Jeremiah S. 
Blackwrote a letter giving the reasons 
why he would vote for Mr. Grceley. He 
said he had never sympathized with 
Greeley's political sentiments, but if 
Mr. Greeley was elected the Democratic 
party would bo brought into power, and 
that would be the beginning of the end 
of the hateful amendments to the Con- 
stitution. If there is a man iu the 
United States that knows the Democrat- 
ic party, Jlr. Black may be said to be 
that man. II may be that the Democrat- 
ic party would be too prudent to propus-o 
an amendment to the Constitution to 
abolish either of those amendments. But 
it is manifest that they ciuinot be car- 
ried into execution without thu existence 
of acts of Congress for that purpose; 
and tho Democratic party could in n bill 
of ten lines strike out every act of Con- 
gress which carries these nmendmwils 
into execution. Suppose the Stiite de- 
prives a mac of his vote, he is powerless 
without nn act of Congress giving him a 
remedy. 
Such an act has been passed, 


making the provisions of the institution 
a practical benefit and blessing to the 
colored man. Congress might to-mor- 
row, by n single statute, repeal those 
acts, and leave the Fiftettnth Amend- 
ment a dcudletter in the Conslitution, 
There is very good reason to fear that 
such would be the case if tho Democrat- 
ic party got into power. I desire to 
weak with kindness of the Democrats. 
Isee before ujo Borne of them whom I 
have known as Iriends for years, and 
now since they have been brought into 
our camp, I desire to treat them justly. 
It is not unjust to judge of their motives 
by their actions. Should that party re- 
gain the Government there is no doubt 
these amendments would be swept out 
of existence. This goes to the very ex- 
istenco of the colored man, to his right 
of franchise, and to all rights that are 
dear to every citizen, ami we of tho llc- 


""jmblicau party, who have stiickcn cff 


his shackles, arc bound to the nation 
and the world, and we stand pledged to 
mankind, to see that the colored man is 
not put iu a worse condition than when 
he, was a slave. While the colored icon 
•were in bondage Iho muster hud an in- 
terest in -them. Ha might' -whip 'there 


_ and half starve them, but lie would not 


kill them, because he could Kt 11 them. 
His self-icterest came to the. protection 
o'ltlic colored man. Eut, siuce slavery 
has been abolished, thai guarantee is 
gone; and if the United States with- 
draws the shield which is thrown around 
him, it were better had h<i never been 
enfranchised. ----- .
